Fair Trade Bill Signed 


New York State Law Allows Manufacturers of Trade-Marked Goods 


to Enter Into Price Contracts with Retailers 


On Fripay, May 17TH, Governor Lehman 
signed the Feld-Crawford Fair Trade Bill 
permitting manufacturers of trade-marked or 
branded goods to write into a contract with 
a retailer the price at which the goods may 
be sold to the consumer. Publishers are spe- 
cifically mentioned in the bill. 

Simultaneously, similar bills became law 
in the States of Iowa and Maryland. Eight 
States have now enacted similar fair trade 
legislation. California was the first State to 
enact such a law signed by the Governor of 
California on the 24th of May, 1933. New 
Jersey, Washington, Oregon and Wisconsin 
followed. 

In signing the bill, Governor Lehman is- 
sued a statement in which he cited action by 
other States along the same line and declared 


that while he felt the bill was not pertect 
in its present form, it was deserving of ap- 
proval. He further said: 

“The purpose of this bill, as expressed in 
its title, is to protect trade-mark owners, dis- 
tributors and the general public against 1n- 
jurious and uneconomic practices in the dis- 
tribution of articles of standard quality unde: 
a trade-mark, brand or name. | 

“The bill is in no sense a general price 
fixing act. Under no condition does it au- 
thorize a contract or agreement between 
manufacturers and producers or between 
wholesalers or between retailers as to the sale 
or resale prices of any commodity. | 

“Nor does the bill prevent the resale of 4 
commodity at any price where one is closing 
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out his stock of goods for the purpose of dis- 
continuing that line, or where the goods have 
been damaged or have deteriorated in qual- 
ity and proper notice has been given to the 
public. a 

“It is important to note that this bill ap- 
plies only to commodities which are in fair 
and open competition with commodities of 
the same general class produced by others. 
If this essential factor is not applicable to a 
certain commodity, then the bill has no force 
or effect whatsoever with respect to it. 

“This bill in no way sanctions monopoly, 
monopoly prices or combinations in restraint 
of free competition between commodities. 

“It seems to me to be sound economy to 
devise a method whereby a manufacturer or 
producer may protect himself against undue 
slashing of the price of his product, with the 
consequent destruction of the value of his 
trade-mark and good-will and with unneces- 
sary loss to others. 

“Moreover, I believe this bill will protect 
the small independent merchant, retailer and 
business man. It should offer some protec- 
tion against devastating cut-price practices 
such as the ruthless method of loss-leader 
articles. 

“The bill will also serve to discourage fal- 
sification and adulteration of commodities.” 

Immediately, Macy’s took large ads in the 
New York papers telling the public of the 
evils of price fixing. The attack in the first 
part of their advertisement of May 18th de- 
scribed how manufacturers might get to- 
gether to fix prices. Then the ad abruptly 
shifted ground and deplored the price pro- 
visions in the book, drug and tobacco codes 
and implied that the price provisions of these 
respective codes allowed manufacturers to 
combine to fix prices. This implication can- 
not by the wildest stretch of the imagina- 
tion be sustained against the Publishers or 
Booksellers Codes. 

Wanamaker’s on Monday printed a double 
column beside its ad in which it quoted from 
Governor Lehman’s statement and then con- 
tinued: 

“Wanamaker Principles are always in the 
Public Interest. When the NRA Retail 
Code was decreed by President Roosevelt ef- 
fective October 30, 1933, John Wanamaker, 
New York and Philadelphia, made this an- 


nouncement:

“ ‘The principles thus laid down have been 
always recognized and preserved by us since 
the creation of our business and should have 
been engraved in the mercantile law of the 
nation. 

““First—The new code forbids the decep- 
tion of the customer. 

““Second—It forbids all false claims and 
false advertising. 

““Third—It forbids the alluring device 
known as the loss-leader, under which some 
article is actually advertised and sold for less 
than its cost for the purpose of attracting 
trade. It is estimated, by reason of this in- 
sidious usage, practiced by a certain class of 
stores, thousands of small retailers, operating 
through the country, have been driven out 
of business. 

“It should operate to discourage all bally- 
hoo, the Barnum form of baiting the unwary, 
high pressure methods of advertising and 
salesmanship and exaggerated illustrations 
and descriptions in an effort to create daily 
forced sales. 

“With us it is only a matter of going 
straight forward. Quality in merchandise, 
genuine value, service to the customer, jus- 
tice to the employee, accepted truth in ad- 
vertising—these are the principles that have 
been with us from the beginning.’ ” 

Booksellers are, of course, jubilant over 
the signing of the Feld-Crawford Bill which 
gives them some assurance that they can be 
permanently protected against predatory price 
cutting. The passing of the Fair Trade 
Bill in New York State is even more im- 
portant to them than to retailers of drugs 
and tobacco because the book business is so 
largely concentrated in New York City. 

The New York Times reported on May 
21st that manufacturers of trade-marked mer- 
chandise had already begun to take steps to 
operate under the permissive right granted 
by the Feld-Crawford Bill and that the new 
law would be discussed at an industry-wide 
conference of the toilet goods and perfumery 
trade, which began on May 2ist at the Hotel 
Plaza in New York. The National Whole- 
sale Druggists Association plans to send out 
a special bulletin urging manufacturers to 
avail themselves of the new law to check 
predatory price-cutting, and will urge that 
contracts between manufacturers and retailers 
be reasonable and fair to the consumer.

AN ACT 


To protect trade mark owners, distributors and the public against injurious and 
uneconomic practices in the distribution of articles of standard quality under a 
distinguished trade mark, brand or name 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 


as follows: 


Section 1. Subdivision 1. No contract relating to the sale or resale of a commodity 
which bears, or the label or content of which bears, the trade mark, brand, or name of 
the producer or owner of such commodity and which is in fair and open competition 
with commodities of the same general class produced by others shall be deemed in viola- 
tion of any law of the state of New York by reason of any of the following provisions 
which may be contained in such contract: 


(a) That the buyer will not resell such commodity except at the price stipulated 
by the vendor. 

(b) That the vendee or producer require in delivery to whom he may resell such 
commodity to agree that he will not, in turn, resell except at the price stipulated by 
such vendor or by such vendee. 


Subdivision 2. Such provisions in any contract shall be deemed to contain or imply 
conditions that such commodity may be resold without reference to such agreement in the 
following cases: 


(a) In closing out the owner’s stock for the purpose of discontinuing delivering 
any such commodity. 

(b) When the goods are damaged or deteriorated in quality, and notice is given 
to the public thereof. 

(c) By any officer acting under the orders of any court. 


Section 2. Wilfully and knowingly advertising, offering for sale or selling any com- 
modity at less than the price stipulated in any contract entered into pursuant to the pro- 
visions of section one of this act, whether the person so advertising, offering for sale or 
selling is or is not a party to such contract, is unfair competition and is actionable at the 
suit of any person damaged thereby. 


Section 3. This act shall not apply to any contract or agreement between producers 
or between wholesalers or between retailers as to sale or resale prices. 














Section 4. The following terms, as used in this act, are hereby defined as follows: 
“ce x9 - e . %9 
Producer” means grower, baker, maker, manufacturer or publisher. “Commodity 
means any subject of commerce. 





Section 5. If any provision of this act is declared unconstitutional it is the intent of 
the legislature that the remaining portions thereof shall not be affected but that such 
remaining portions remain in full force and effect. 


Section 6. This act shall take effect immediately. 
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Work of the Code Authority 


In the Year of Its Existence the Booksellers Code Has Proved Its 
Value Beyond Doubt 


Tue NATIONAL BooksELLERs Cope AUTHOoR- 
ity, which held its first meeting on April 
14, 1934, the day after the signing of the 
Retail Booksellers Code, has served during 
the past 13 months as the efficient admin- 
istrator of one of the most successful and 
workable of the NRA Codes. During that 
time it has heard complaints concerning vio- 
lations of the Code, and in practically all 
cases in which there was an actual viola- 
tion has secured immediate compliance. The 
Code Authority has also answered innumer- 
able questions concerning the interpretation 
of code provisions and has referred these in- 
terpretations to Washington for confirma- 
tion. It has formed committees to make 
studies of a number of trade problems, in- 
cluding library discounts, circulating libraries 
and bookseller-publisher relations. And it 
has maintained constant touch with develop- 
ments in Washington, representing the Retail 
Book Trade in open hearings on the con- 
tinuation of NRA, etc. 


The Booksellers Code produced the fol- 


lowing results: 


. Increased employment in the trade. 

. Decreased hours of labor in the trade. 

. Increased some salaries in the trade. 

. Increased sales in the trade. 

. Increased new book stores. 

. Protected the consumer by the partial re- 
duction in loss leader merchandising and 
by the NRA price control committee. 

- Reduced bookstores’ losses and in some 
cases started book stores on the road to 
possible profit. 


That the Booksellers Code has been of 
value alike to publisher and to bookseller 
and to consumer is borne out by the brief 
filed by Cedric R. Crowell, Chairman of the 
National Booksellers Code Authority, at the 
N.LR.B. hearing in Washington in January 
(see Publishers’ Weekly for January 12, 
1935), in which it was shown that out of

had shown an increase in sales for 1934 over 
1933, while only one showed a decrease, and 
that of only 4%. The increases ranged from 
004% to 180%, and 25 out of the 30 showed 
an increase of more than 10%. It is also 
significant that the Booksellers Code was ap- 
proved by the Consumers’ Advisory Board 
of the NRA. 

Unofficial spokesmen in Washington have 
indicated that if all codes were like the book- 
sellers’ code in administration and effect, 
there would be no question of continuation 
of the NRA nor of its benefits. 

When the Temporary Booksellers Code 
Authority held its first meeting on April 14, 
1934, O. J. Libert, Deputy Administrator of 
the NRA, and David Barr, Assistant Counsel 
of the Fourth Division of the NRA, came to 
New York from Washington to assist in the 
organization. At that time Cedric R. 
Crowell was elected temporary chairman 
and Harriet Anderson, temporary secretary. 
These officers were later confirmed for the 
first year. The Board of Directors of the 
American Booksellers Association and the 
National Association of College Stores had 
earlier taken action to select members of the 
N.R.C.A., and the Code Authority in perma- 
nent form consisted of Cedric R. Crowell of 
the Doubleday, Doran Book Shops; Frank 
L. Magel of the Putnam Book Store, N. Y.; 
Richard F. Fuller of the Old Corner Book- 
store, Boston, and Harriet Anderson of the 
Channel Bookshop, N. Y., representing the 
A. B. A.; Walter Cox of Wanamaker’s in 
Philadelphia and Virginia Kirkus of the 
New York Office, representing booksellers 
not members of the A. B. A., and James H. 
Lott of the New York University Bookstore 
representing the National Association of Col- 
lege Stores. S. F. Heinritz who had been a 
member of the Consumers’ Advisory Board 
of the NRA served as an Administration 
member of the Code Authority until he was 
succeeded this year by Walter Spreckels. 

On April 17, 1934, the Code Authority 
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officers invited representatives of the New 
York City department stores to a meeting to 
secure prompt and uniform compliance with 
the Code in New York, a compliance that 
has been uniformly maintained for the past 


year. 
At one of the early meetings Richard F. 


Fuller was made the representative of the | 


National Booksellers Code Authority on the 
National Retail Code Authority, and Frank 
L. Magel was made the representative on 
the New York Local Retail Code Authority. 
Since that time Mr. Fuller has practically 
commuted between New York and Washing- 
ton and has represented the booksellers in 
many important conferences in Washington. 

Committees were immediately set up to 
study various trade problems. The Com- 
mittee on Rental Libraries after a number of 
meetings sent out questionnaires to 2000 


rental libraries, to find out what they con- 
sidered fair practices and what they were 
doing in regard to rates and regulations. It 
was discovered that there was so much dif- 
ference between individual communities that 
the only thing that could be done would be 
to take some kind of action to prevent 
the use of rental libraries as loss-leaders. 
The Code Authority hopes to be able to meet 
this problem in some way if the NRA is con- 
tinued. 

The Committee on Public Libraries, with 
Virginia Kirkus as chairman, set up local 
committees to make a survey of country- 
wide practices. This committee was invited 
by the Buying Committee of the American 
Library Association to discuss library dis- 
counts and went so far as to make a recom- 
mendation to the NRA for a schedule of 
minimum library discounts, graded according 
to the size of the library. As a result of 
strong opposition from the public libraries 
the Code Authority withdrew the proposed 
schedule. 

The Committee on Bookseller-Publisher 
Relations, composed of Richard F. Fuller, 
chairman, Cedric R. Crowell, Frank L. 
Magel and Walter Cox, was very active in 
conferring with publishers during the writ- 
ing of the Publishers’ Code. 

During its early meetings the Code Au- 
thority worked out with the book clubs 
methods of selling book club memberships 


through the bookstores in compliance with 
the Code.

At all these meetings and between meet. 


ings there were numerous questions from 
booksellers and others to be answered. Some 


of these were answered individually, byt 


those which would be of interest to the trade 
as a whole were set aside for release to the 
trade through the Publishers’ Weekly and 
the Retail Bookseller. Most of the questions 
had to do with matters of price and dis. 
counts. 

A ruling was made, and confirmed by 


Washington, that new reprint editions def- 
nitely came under the price provisions of the 
Code, and all book outlets were notified to 
this effect. 

A budget was set up for the operation 
of the Code Authority, which was supported 
by the American Booksellers Association 
during the first few months, and assessments 
were levied beginning January 1, 1935, at 
the same rate as those for the General Re- 
tail Code Authority. On January 3rd, Rob- 
ert M. Coles was made executive secretary 
of the Code Authority. 

Since its organization the Code Authority 
has functioned smoothly as a coordinating 
body. It has continued to answer questions 
as they have come up; it has investigated 
complaints of non-compliance, and, in most 
cases, has found that when a violation has oc- 
curred, it has been due to ignorance of code 
provisions rather than to intentional violation; 
it has been in constant touch with Washing- 
ton in regard to the Code; it has gone 
on record as favoring the passage of the 
Feld-Crawford Bill in New York State, and 
it has been constantly studying numerous 
problems concerning the booktrade as 4 
whole. 

The Booksellers Code Authority is at pres- 
ent actively engaged in putting before the 
Administration the proof of the benefits that 
have been secured to the trade through the 
operation of the Code during the past year. 
Booksellers, themselves, are aware of these 
benefits, and so are publishers. The Ad 
ministration is aware that the united action 
of the booksellers, in observing the Code 
and in giving it intelligent administration, 
has made it one of the few Codes to achieve 
unqualified success. If NRA is not con- 
tinued, booksellers know that the trade will 
be set back a long way on the road to 
recovery.

ten booksellers, assembled for their annual 


convention, interrupted with a roar of ap- 


proval. 

“The time has come... .” But he could 
get no further. At last the booksellers of 
the United States had found their champion 
—had discovered the leader who was to show 
them the way out of the economic wilder- 
ness in which they had been lost for six 
years, 

Octavus Tome stood on the platform, mod- 
estly waiting for the noisy and raucous ex- 
pressions of enthusiasms to die down, for he 
had much more to say. But the booksellers 
had heard enough to convince them that he 
was their man. They needed no more pro- 
gram, no more explanations, no more prom- 
ises. “Tell it to the publishers,” they 
shouted. “Yes, tell the publishers the five 
points of your new deal. We’re with you a 
hundred percent.” 

It was an unusual position in which Oc- 
tavus found himself, for he was more than 
president of the booksellers’ organization, he 
was virtually the dictator of an industry. He 
had been elected without a dissenting vote— 
at least, without one that could be heard 
above the unprecedented approval with 
which he was roared into office. His plat- 
form had been a new deal for the forgotten 
booksellers and a five-point program of con- 
cessions from publishers. 

lt was an unusually deferential group of 
publishers which waited on Octavus that 
afternoon. “We come,” said their spokes- 
man, Mr. Doublespread, “in the spirit of co- 
operation. We are pleased to see the book- 
sellers revitalized. And we wish to congrat- 
ulate you, Mr. Tome, upon your election. And 
we wish to ask if we might be informed of 
your plans and program.” 

Octavus had never met Mr. Doublespread 
before, but he had had correspondence with 
him—correspondence which Doublespread 
had probably forgotten, but which still stuck 
in Tome’s throat. The publishers little real- 
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ized it, but their spokesman had been ill- 
chosen. 

“Why that’s very nice of you, Mr. Double- 
spread, very nice, indeed,” beamed Octavus. 
“I'd be afraid you might be a little angry 
about my five points.” 

“But what are your five points, Mr. Tome? 
We're very anxious to hear about them.”

A chorus of publishers echoed, rather, 
gasped “discounts,” much as though the 
word had been dislodged from their throats 
by a painful blow in the stomach. 

“Yes,” said Octavus, “it’s about discounts. 
Those booksellers back there, every single 
one of them, told me to go ahead and fix 
things up with you. Anything that I ap- 
proved of, they said they’d approve. That 
makes things much simpler for you, gentle- 
men, doesn’t it,’ suggested Octavus, guile- 
lessly. “You are thereby saved the trouble 
of coming to terms with each bookseller, 
separately.” 

The publishers agreed silently, if at all. 
As a matter of fact, Octavus noted that these 
gentlemen were all glowering at him, but 
that disturbed him not one whit, for pub- 
lishers had been glowering at him for thirty 
years, and it all made him feel quite natural 
and at ease. 

After each publisher had scowled and 
glowered his hardest, Mr. Doublespread 
stepped into his role of spokesman. “Mr. 
Tome. That’s quite a coincidence. Your 
first point being about discounts, I mean. 
You see, we have just been talking about 
discounts, ourselves.” 

“Is that so?” replied Mr. Tome, with his 
innocent, full-moon eyes. 

“Yes. While you booksellers were gath- 


ered inside, we got to talking, and we all de- 
cided that maybe the booksellers really did 
need a larger margin. So we decided we'd 
increase all discounts.” 
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“That’s fine, Mr. Doublespread. And that 
disposes of point number one. Now did you 
gentlemen happen to talk about or decide 
anything else, while we booksellers were in- 
side?” 

Doublespread thought fast, but couldn’t 
think of anything else on which he dared 
commit himself, and the others with him. 
“No, Mr. Tome, we didn’t. You see, dis- 
counts took up all of our time.” 

“Well, we thought about some other 
things,” continued Octavus. “Would you 
like to hear them?” 

“Indeed we would,” chorused the unsus- 
pecting publishers. “Could we take them 
up, one by one?” 

“Why, of course. Let’s see, first, there’s 
the matter of discounts.” 

“But,” said one of the beleaguered pub- 
lishers, ““we’ve attended to them. We've de- 
cided to increase all discounts by two per- 
cent.” 

“Oh, you have?” interposed Octavus. 
“Well, in case you gentlemen are interested, 
all discounts are going to start at forty per- 
cent.” 

Doublespread grew red in the face, tried to 
speak, but failed and finally fell to the floor, 
quite unconscious. Strangely enough, no 
one paid the slightest attention to their fallen 
comrade. Blurb addressed himself to Tome, 
“We can’t do it. It would put us out of 
business.” 

“Humph,” mused Octavus, “that’s strange. 
Without a forty percent discount, the book- 
sellers are going out of business; and with it, 
the publishers are going out of business.” 

“But we can’t do it,” Blurb insisted. 

“Very well,” said Tome, “but don’t expect 
to sell books to bookstores. They won’t buy 
them.” 

At this point, Blurb’s dander began to 
come up, and if he wasn’t mad, he was fast 
becoming so. “What do you mean, they 
won't buy our books?” 

“T mean exactly what I say.” ‘Tome was 
quite cool. “We booksellers have decided 
to stand together, for once. Beginning next 

Monday, we shall not sell any book which 
carries the imprint of a house which has not 
met our demands.” 

“Do you really mean this?” pleaded Blurb. 

“Of course we mean it. What do you think 
this is, a play?” 

By this time, two more publishers had 
joined Mr. Doublespread. Tome, however, 
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hardly noticed the three on the floor. “L.¢ 
me tell you what else we want,” and he be. 
gan to recite. “Point number two; we want 
fifty percent return privileges on everything 
we buy.” Another publisher folded up, and 
joined his weaker comrades. 

“Point number three; we want advertis. 
ing in our local papers.” 

“Oh!” groaned Blurb, as that gentleman 
took his place beside what now constituted 
a silent and unconscious majority of his col- 
leagues. 

“Point number four,” continued Octavus. 
who, for some reason was unaware or at 
least quite unmoved by the toll he was tak- 
ing in the cream of the publishers of the 
country, “we want circulars for every book.” 
Of the two surviving publishers, both of 
whom were unknown to Tome, one gave up 
the ghost at the thought of printing circu- 
lars for every book he published. 

The lone survivor steeled himself for the 
coup de grace which he felt was inevitable. 
By this time Octavus Tome was as one pos- 
sessed. He little realized what he was doing, 
save that his shots were finding their marks. 
“Point number five; we want a five percent 
cash discount on all bills, when we have the 
money, and when we haven't, we want post- 
dated invoices.” 

Tome saw the last publisher go down, and 
half-realized that he was talking to a most 
unappreciative audience, but he was much 
too excited to stop without making his final 
thrust. “And that, gentlemen,” he said with 
all the pride he could muster, “is the five- 
point program of the new deal for forgotten 
booksellers.” 

“What are you talking about?” came a 
voice, dim and distant. 

“You know damned well wh... . 

“Octavus Tome. What do you mean by 
talking to me like that. Are you dream- 
ing?” 

Slowly, Octavus opened his eves to gaze 
upon his wife. 

“Get up, Octavus, get up. If you're going 
into the city for the booksellers’ convention, 
you'd better hurry. You've only got an hour 
to catch the eight-two.” 

“Excuse me, dear. Guess I must have 
been dreaming,” said the late leader of the 
almost successful revolution of the booksell- 
ers against the publishers, who, now, was 10! 
quite sure whether he wanted to go to the 
convention after all.

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News of the Week 


Booksellers Back NRA Extension 


Epaunp S. McCawtey, President of the 
\merican Booksellers Association, appeared 
before the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House in Washington on May 22d, speak- 
ing in favor of extending the NRA for at 
least two years. Mr. McCawley filed a brief 
with the committee identical with that he 
filed with the Senate Investigating Commit- 
tee on April 18th when he appeared before 
it. He then spoke in favor of the Doughton 
House Resolution, introduced on May 2oth, 
and against the Clark Senate Resolution, 
passed on May 14th, saying that the 
nine-months’ extension provided by the 
Senate was too brief, that it would be dis- 
couraging to booksellers to expend time and 
eflort on revision of the code only to have it 
promptly expire. As to the Senate provision 
excluding those wholly in intra-state busi- 
ness, Mr. McCawley spoke for a provision 
broad enough to cover intra-state and inter- 
state business, so he pointed out that almost 
all booksellers because of their niail order 
are engaged in inter-state commerce. Finally 
Mr. McCawley stressed the decided necessity 
for booksellers of the provision in the House 
Resolution which reads: 

“No price fixing by concerted action, either 
with or without governmental supervision, 
shall be permitted or sanctioned under the 
provisions of any code; provided, that pro- 
visions which the President shall find neces- 
sary and in the public interest, and which are 
established and .enforced under government 
control, in order to prohibit discriminatory 
price cutting, or otherwise to protect small 
enterprises against discrimination or oppres- 
sion, or to deter the growth of monopolies, 
or to prevent the waste of mineral natural 
resources shall be permissible, that no person 
shall thereby be prevented from selling goods 
or services, without discrimination between 
customers at a fair competitive price.” The 
Senate Resolution ruled that no price fixing 
shall be permitted or sanctioned under the 
code except in the case of mineral resources. 

Mr. McCawley spoke briefly of the injury 
done by predatory price cutting in the retail 
book business where books make ideal loss 
leaders. Lewis B. Traver of Trenton and 


Stanley G. Remington of Baltimore attended 
a hearing with Mr. McCawley. 

Cedric Crowell of the Doubleday, Doran 
Bookshop, Frank Magel of Putnam’s, Arthur 
Brentano, Jr., Virginia Kirkus, Philip Sipser 
of Dutton’s Book Store, A. B. Carhart of 
Rodger’s Book Store of Brooklyn all attended 
the large mass meeting at Constitution Hall 
which was held at the same time the House 
Committee met. 1,700 influential business 
men representing 150 principal industrial and 
business groups, attended this rally, and after 
hearing addresses by leaders of numerous in- 
dustries, adopted resolutions to be sent to the 
President and Congress. Those resolutions 
condemned the Senate Clark bill and endorsed 
the Doughton measure. 


Two Code Decisions Made 


Two pecistons have been handed down by 
the Trade Book Publishers’ Code Authority, 
one on the question of whether a book given 
as a prize for commercial purposes is a pre- 
mium, the other whether the author of a 
book which is one of a set consisting of a 
number of different titles each written by a 
different author may, as co-author, receive a 
discount on all the books contained in the 
set. Both decisions were in the affirmative. 


How to Select Books on Sports 


AN OUTSTANDING PIECE of list-making is the 
“Guide to Sports and Outdoor Recreations,” 
compiled by Wilbur M. Ranck, now of the 
Columbia Library School and son of the 
well-known librarian of Grand _ Rapids, 
Mich., Samuel H. Ranck. 

The list covers books of the last fifteen 
years and is published in the Research Quar- 
terly of the American Physical Education As- 
sociation. The books are carefully classified 
and annotated, and the selection can be relied 
on by the bookseller in planning to enrich 
his stock of books on sports which are popu- 
lar in his section of the country. Copies of 
this Quarterly can be obtained from the 
American Physical Education Association, 
311 Maynard, Ann Arbor, Mich. The sec- 
tion of books on fishing, for example, in 
cludes a dozen books on the general subject, 
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four books on equipment, eight books on 
bait and fly fishing, three on bass fishing, 
etc. The section on sailing contains a selec- 
tion of eight books, that on hiking, six, on 
mountaineering, eight. Thus the list is sufh- 
ciently selective to be the basis for stock 
building. Besides these lists, there 1s a spe- 
cific recommendation of a small collection of 
books best suited to a small library and an- 
other selection particularly appropriate for a 
boys’ and girls’ department. 


W.N.B.A. Meets May 28th 


THE NEXT MEETING of the Women’s National 
Book Association will be held on Tuesday 
evening, May 28th, at eight o'clock, at the 
Hotel Pennsylvania. The speakers will be 
Dorothea Brande, who will speak on “Some 
of the Problems of Becoming a Writer”; 
Margaret Mochrie, whose subject will be 
“Presenting the News to Young People,” 
and Stuart Scheftel, whose talk will be on 
“Journalism Enters a New Field.” 


Editors Hear Plea for Better 
Proof-Reading 


Tue Eprrortat Luncn Crus, which has 
been formed to supply a needed though in- 
formal organization for the New York pub- 
lishing world, came together for its second 
meeting at 150 East 36th Street on the call 
of Maxwell Aley of Longmans, Green & 
Company and Robert Innes Center of Dodd, 
Mead & Company, who acted as a commit- 
tee on organization. More than thirty repre- 
sentatives of various publishing houses re- 
sponded to the invitation, and the interest in 
the meeting indicated many successful gath- 
erings for the future. 

The guest of this meeting was William 
Soskin, former Literary Editor of the New 
York Evening Post and now of the New 
York American. Mr. Soskin was asked to 
outline what elements most affected him in 
selecting books for review. .He was also 
questioned as to how much the editorial 
policy of a paper effected the reviewer. 
Many other questions followed. Mr. Sos- 
kin urged the editors to take back to their 
ofices his opinion that recent books had 
shown a marked carelessness of copy prepara- 
tion and in proof-reading. He felt that pub- 
lishers under the stress of economies were 
probably not paying enough attention to this 
point and in many cases had dropped expert 
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proof-readers from their staffs. He said that 
numerous books were coming through the 
press from well-known publishing houses 
with errors that would not be countenanced 
in an average newspaper office, where proof- 
reading is necessarily done at a much more 
rapid pace. 


The College Library 


THE LIBRARIAN OF ANTIOCH Co ecg, B, R. 
Lyle, has published through F. W. Faxon 
Company a book on “College Library Pub- 
licity” which will be of interest to booksellers 
who sell in college communities as well as 
to librarians themselves. Many of the ideas 
for publicity, culled from many sources, 
would be as applicable to a bookstore serving 
the college undergraduate as to the librarian. 

Mr. Lyle suggests that the library interest 
itself in the personal ownership of books, 
thus not only stimulating the student to own 
books which will carry him through life but 
also relieving the strain on the public |i 
brary’s funds for the purchase of books. 
Outlined campaigns for book purchase em- 
phasize the purchase of such volumes as 
Webster’s Dictionary, the Hammond Atlas, 
Bartlett’s “Quotations,” Shakespeare’s Works, 
the “Dictionary of Modern English Usage,’ 
etc., and include making the general shelf 
stock look more attractive by turning books 
with side displayed, placing posters and read- 
ing lists on or near the shelves, and, in 
general, making the shelves look like some- 
thing more than mere storage space. 


Student Libraries 


THE FirsT PRIZE of $30 and a second prize of 
$20 will be awarded to the members of the 
class of 1936 of Oberlin College who can 
show the best collections of books accumv- 
lated during their college course. The 
awards are the gift of Professor P. D. Sher- 
man of the college faculty. The librarian 
of the college will be the judge of the col- 
lection. 

The first annual student library prize at 
the Connecticut College for Women at New 
London, which is a gift of Charles E. Rush, 
assistant librarian of Sterling Library, Yale 
University, was presented on May 22nd. 
Frederic G. Melcher, president of the R. B. 
Bowker Co., acted as judge of the award. 
The rules of the contest were printed in the

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Best Books for Summer Reading 


HERSCHEL BRICKELL is preparing for the New 
York Evening Post a list of the best books 
for summer reading. A full page listing 
about 70 books will appear as a special full 
page in the New York Evening Post on 
Tuesday, May 28th. The original feature of 
this list is that it will list, first of all, the two 
best books published between January st 
and June 1st. Mr. Brickell will say that if 
but two books are to be read during the sum- 
mer, they should be Thomas Wolfe’s “Of 
Time and the River” and Walter Millis’ 
“Road to War: America 1914-1917.” If the 
reader can read as many as ten books during 
the summer, Mr. Brickell recommends four 
additional fiction titles and four additional 
non-fiction titles. By these cumulative group- 
ings the full list of 70 best books for summer 
reading was finally chosen. 

The full page, including publishers’ adver- 
tising, will be reprinted on coated stock as a 
poster. A. A. Van Duym, in charge of win- 
dow display for the Doubleday Bookshops, 
will display the poster with the books in a 
number of the Doubleday shops next week. 
Many New York bookshops will display the 
poster prominently. 


Esquire Unwittingly Plagiarizes 
Ambrose Bierce

staff recently received from Alvin B. Har- 
mon, a graduate of Annapolis, a hair-raising 
yarn titled “The Perlu.” The editors read 
it with great enthusiasm and accepted it for 
the June issue. In the five days following 
the publication of the manuscript—the five 
days including Sunday—they received well 
over two hundred letters from readers point- 
ing out that the story had been meticulously 
copied with a few changes in style from one 
ot Ambrose Bierce’s best known stories “The 
Damned Thing,” from his book “Can Such 
Things Be?” 

Mr. Harmon says that he left the Navy 

His alibi, 
it is understood, was that the story was so 
well-known and so widely reprinted that it 
had become common property.

~““ee than even that the pro- 

tection offered the bookselling trade by the 
price maintenance provisions of the Booksell- 
ers Code will be continued for another two 
years. On the other hand a strong bulwark 
against the chaos of unrestricted price-cutting 
has been erected in New York State, the cen- 
ter of price cutting activity, by the signing of 
the Feld-Crawford Bill which would allow 
manufacturers of trademarked articles that 
are in open competition with other articles 
of the same general class to enter into con- 
tracts with retailers stipulating that the price 


set by the manufacturer must be maintained 
by the retailer. 
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The Booksellers Code has been so success 
fully administered and so beneficial to th, 
entire booktrade that no one with the trade's 
interests at heart wants to see it go by the 
board. Every effort is being made by the 
A. B. A. to secure continuation of the Code. 
This week a number of booksellers, includ. 
ing officials of the A. B. A., went to Wash. 
ington to participate in a mass meeting of 
business and industry in support of the con- 
tinuation of the NRA. Members of the 
A. B. A. have testified at length in Washing- 
ton during the past few months as to the 
great benéfits of the Code. These activities 
and possible future action will be discussed 
and commented upon during the Monday 
morning session of the convention. Book- 
sellers, whether or not they attend the con- 
vention, will be urged to continue to take 
active steps toward letting the Administration 
and political leaders know how much they 
feel the NRA has benefited small business as 
represented by retail booksellers. 

Whether or not the NRA is continued, the 
Feld-Crawford Bill, and the similar laws that 
have been enacted in seven other states, offer 
a further means of continuing the battle 
against loss-leader selling. That these laws 
are significant is evidenced by the fact that 
the day following the signature by Governor 
Lehman of the Feld-Crawford Bill, Macy's 
took large advertisements in most of the 
New York newspapers, declaring its opposi- 
tion to price-fixing or price maintenance in 
no uncertain terms, and setting itself up, with 
fine irony, as the protector of the public 
against “high fixed prices.” Wanamaker’. 
on the other hand, took newspaper space to 
support principles and practices which tor 
bid the use of loss-leaders and deception 0! 
the customer. 

Under the Feld-Crawford Bill, publishers 
are now enabled to enter into contracts with 
all retailers in New York State providing 
that the price of any book, no matter what 
its age, may not be cut below the figure sc! 
by the publisher as the published price. -\" 
the convention, Senator A. Spencer Feld, the 
sponsor of the bill in the New York State 
Senate, will explain its operation, and the 
probable effect of its passage will be dis 
cussed. . 

It is an important convention. Last years 
meeting was in the nature of a celebration 
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over the signing of the Booksellers Code. 
[his year’s meeting may well celebrate the 
evidences that have recently been shown that 
the public’s attitude toward the deceptive and 
uneconomical practice of loss-leader selling is 
changing and that the consumer is at last 
beginning to realize that no large merchant, 
jo matter what his claims may be, is run- 
ning a philanthropic institution, and that 
what the consumer saves in one instance he is 
bound by the laws of economics to make up 
for on some other purchase. 

There is much work to be done. The 
crisis is not yet past. But the very fact that 
sround has been gained should give added 
confidence and strength to booksellers and 
publishers in their long fight for a fair deal. 


An Embarrassing Situation 


Tue Publishers’ Weekly has received from 
the Geneva headquarters of Congrés Inter- 
national des Editeurs its current bulletin 
which had gone to press just as a cable had 
come from the United States indicating the 
ratification by the Senate of the entrance of 
the United States of America into the Inter- 
national Convention of Berne. The presses 
were stopped and a page of congratulations 
was printed and broadcast to the publishers 
of every nation. 

It is sad to think how long it will take 
ior the bad news to catch up with the jubila- 
tion, for, as the booktrade will remember, 
this treaty was passed in the Senate before 
its members had had opportunity to consider 
the bill which was to accompany it and was 
immediately recalled before the President had 
signed It. 

This is the kind of accident that may hap- 
pen in a case where legislation must accom- 
pany a treaty, but it is very embarrassing be- 
cause it will take a long time to explain to a 
world that has been waiting forty years for 
vur entrance into the Union what has hap- 
pened, and the opposition to the present bill 
would seem likely to be quite sufficient to 
hold it up and to demand a thoroughgoing 
‘evision rather than this partial one.

Reading Ability Lags 


READING ABILITY has not made the same pro- 
portion of advancement in progressive school 
methods as have many other branches of 
learning, according to the survey which has 
recently been conducted by the Institute of 
School Experimentation of Teachers College. 

In a two-year study of ten elementary and 
eight high schools in three different com- 
munities in New York and New Jersey, 
Reading Ability under the progressive schools 
was given a rating of 62 and under the old 
type of teaching 58. In the area of Literary 
Facts, so called, the progressive schools rated 
60 and the old type of school 38. Apparently 
in percentages the new type of education is 
more successful in teaching Literary Facts 
than in stimulating Reading Ability, which 
is certainly not what would be expected from 
the change in method and the great increase 
in school libraries, both in elementary and 
high school grades. 

The type of education which would im- 
prove reading ability by making good books 
much more available ought certainly to aid in 
raising the level of teaching in every depart- 
ment of a school; an improvement in teach- 
ing literary facts make no such favorable 
impression upon us. 


Library and Best Sellers 


WHEN THE WoopsipE Liprary in the Queens- 
borough System in New York opened as 
a new branch a year ago, Grace O. Kelley 
of the staff conducted an intensive study of 
the local reading interests in an effort to 
learn what books the public wished to have 
available on the shelves. To a surprising de- 
gree the response indicated a desire for the 
best sellers of the day. Of the first ten books 
of non-fiction asked for by a large number 
every book was of recent origin and had 
been among the most widely advertised and 
discussed books of the year, heading off 
with books like “100,000,000 Guinea Pigs,” 
“Life Begins at Forty,” etc. In fiction “The 
Good Earth” led all the rest by a very large 
margin. 

It will be difficult for this library to ignore 
the fact that best sellers must be well repre- 
sented in its collections with this evidence of 
the public’s interest in this type of book. 
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Twenty-Eight Ideas for Summer Sellin 9 


From TIME To TIME the Publishers’ Weekly 
has carried articles on the promotion of books 


during the summer time, all of which have 
indicated that the summer months need not 
be as slack a season as they are often re- 
garded. Here are presented 28 ideas _ for 
summer promotion. Each of these ideas has 
been tried out and found profitable by book- 


sellers. Not all of them, of course, will be 
found practicable by all stores, but it is 


hoped that every bookseller will find one or 


two suggestions among them. 

1. Revive the old but effective slogan of 
“Take Along a Book.” Every day and 
especially every weekend people are starting 
On vacation trips more or less extensive, and 
they should be reminded that a book be- 
longs in every bag just as obviously as a 
candy box. The chances are that half the 
passersby will within a week or a month be 
starting off on a trip and this slogan has 
the power of producing action. It is up to 
the bookseller to keep books in the conscious- 
ness of the vacationists, and every bookstore 
that carries such promotion signs is helping 
not only himself but every other bookse ler 
to create the pack-a-book habit. Letter this 
slogan on a thin paper and paste it on the 
window glass; letter it in larger form and 
use it in the back of the window or on the 
counters. 

2. Check up at once the summer mailing 
lists. Every local newspaper for the next 
month will contain reports of vacation trips 
of customers and other potential book buy- 
ers. Especially watch the social co!umns. 
Send a reply card to your regular customers 
and ask for summer addresses. Many of 


your customers have regular summer ad- 
dresses, and you may have these in last year’s 
records. Look through the correspondence 
of the summer months of the last two years 
and pick out addresses, 

3. Use these mailing lists for a general 
summer catalog or the July and August num- 
bers of a regular book list. 

4. Prepare at least two special letters suit- 
able for summer to send to these lists. 

5. Put catalogs and book lists in every 
shipment, in every book taken out of the 
store during June, and in every book sent as 
a gilt to some summer address or train or 
steamer, 


6. Play up the summer sports in your 
book lists and sales letters, Use vacation 


vocabulary to make the appeal seem timely. 


7. Get a list of summer camps and hotels 
in the region. Send July and monthly book 
lists to them asking the proprietors to put 


these on reading tables. If there are no 


bookstalls in the hotels or camps, the request 
will probably be granted. 


8. If there is some hotel or vacation center 


to which many of your customers go, con. 
sider the possibility of starting a branch book- 
stall probably with a lending library. It 
such an enterprise no more than COVers ex- 
penses, it will help keep you in contact with 
your best clients. 

g. If you have a rental library, consider 
the possibility of establishing an exchange 
collection of books with summer camps or 
hotels in your vicinity. A collection of books 
could be taken out by automobile to replace 
the others every two weeks. The slackened 
demand in the city usually provides extra 
library stock from which a good selection 
can easily be drawn. 

10. Offer prizes for the best essays on 
books contained in the collections of camp 
libraries. This was done a few years ago 
by the National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers in conjunction with the Girl Scouts 
and Camp Fire Girls. The contest would 
help build up the relationship between the 
boys and girls and the parent bookshop 
which would be fruitful in the coming win- 
ter and would encourage the idea of every 
camp having its own library. 

11. Suggest in the sales letter to your sum 
mer customers that they may well buy lib- 
erally for their summer places because the 
village library where they are staying would 
be greatly benefited by a gift of books. Thus 
great benefit is derived in far scattered com- 
munities, and the purchaser has no problem 
of increased luggage for the return trip. — 

12. Keep the vacation idea constantly 1n 
the window displays both by signs and by 
titles and particularly see that every type 
of interest is represented in the displays. One- 
book displays are not so effective for summer. 
Keep fiction and sport books as well as chil- 
dren’s books to the front and put the prices 
on all books, as there are many buyers 1” 
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summer resorts who are not familiar with 
price levels, 
12, Use sporting goods in the window dis- 
slays constantly to keep up the summer at- 
mosphere. A nearby sporting goods store 
will be glad to lend material, such as golf 
clubs, swimming suits, tennis rackets, gar- 
den tools, boat models, etc. There are in- 
numerable things that can create a summer 
atmosphere and each can be tied up with an 
appropriate book. 

14. Devote a corner of the window at all 
times to an exhibit of books on the immedi- 


ate region of the bookshop. There are al- 
ways visitors in the town in summer and 
passersby on automobile trips, and books of 
local which residents take for 
granted, should be pointed out with explana- 
tory signs. Few American communities 
have taken full advantage of this type of 
interest. There are illustrated books on dif- 
ferent regions: local history, fiction and books 
of all types by local authors. These may be 
connected happily in displays with fine 
photographs and other souvenir material, 
such as cannot be usually obtained in the 
small stall or shop. 

15. If your store is on a route to some 
distant playground such as the great national 
parks, the White Mountains, Adirondacks, 
the Smoky Mountains, etc., play up the books 
on these subjects as you learn the interests 


interest, 


and destinations of the tourists passing 
through. The first noted sign in a book 


window referring to a distant objective will 
certainly arouse reading interest. 

16. Although automobile maps are widely 
distributed by filling stations, there is still a 
demand for maps on a larger scale and maps 
with more detailed information. Such maps 


used as a background for a window are sure 
to attract tourists’ attention. 

17. Watch the local papers for announce- 
ments of people who are contemplating Eu- 


ropean trips and send them suggestions of 
good books from volumes you have on hand. 
Suggest books as steamer gifts to the friends 
ot those who are sailing. The metropolitan 
newspapers give the exact sailing dates and 
addresses and local tourist bureaus have on 
hle the same information. 

15. Offer to provide books from your 
rental library by mail. A system can be 
easily worked out by which the customer 
pays the postage by a deposit which has 
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been made at the library. The book sent out 
should carry a printed return label to insure 
sate delivery. Special offers might be made 
on groups of books in order to keep them 
in circulation. 


1g. Start in June a used book sale from 
the volumes of the rental library for people 
to take to the country and to leave there, 
group selections of three, four or five for 
$1, according to the appeal of the books, 

20. Make displays of omnibus books, as 


these afford a vast amount of reading mat- 
ter tor a small price. Omnibus books supply 


serious reading, thus encouraging people to 
hnish a book they have long intended to read, 
or supply light reading, as in the well- 
known class of crime stories. Few travelers 
can resist the temptation of a bargain. 

21. Consider the possibility of traveling 
book displays. These are difficult to manage 
successfully but under the best conditions 
have proved successful aids in building up 
business as well as the shop’s reputation. An 
inexpensive automobile of good capacity to 
hold books is necessary for such a purpose. 

22. Keep constantly behind the children’s 
books displays, for both the stay-at-homes 
and the vacationists have a great deal of time 
for reading. Even the most active outdoor 
child has hours to give to reading without 
undermining his health. Boys and girls have 
to read from fifty to seventy 
summer and still skip none of 
The real 


been known 
books in the 
the activities of an outdoor lite. 
reader never has enough books at hand to 
meet his needs. 

23. Check up with local schools to find out 


what books they are recommending for sup- 


plementary summer reading. See if a list 
of such recommended books has been 


printed, make certain the books are in stock, 
and look for the opportunity to sell these 
books to children who are going out of town 
as well as those who stay at home during 


the summer. If the schools are recommend- 


ing reading courses, be sure to become fa- 
miliar with these, so you can be of real help 
to the children. 

24. Get in touch with the recreation lead- 
ers in the town and see if there are any books 
on playground games and sports they would 
like to have you make available for the chil- 
dren of the city. The public library supply 
is likely to be inadequate for the purpose. 

25. Establish an index of your customers’ 
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hobbies arranged by the sports of their spe- 
cial interest, not only for summer use but for 
next winter’s selling efforts. Sportsmen read 
books on their hobbies not only in the sum- 
mer but at other times of the year when 
good books on their special interests come 
along. Such a list systematically kept up has 
proved very effective. If your store is near 
the sea, there is a vast collection of sea liter- 
ature that has perennial interest. The litera- 
ture of mountain climbing is almost equally 
interesting. 

26. Advertise in the local papers to keep 
your name before the public, as such papers 
are circulated to camps and playground cen- 
ters and strangers to the community who 
read the papers will be attracted to the shops 
thus advertised. 

27. Be sure to start out in June with a 
thorough house cleaning. Make a special 
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effort to give a clean and attractive appear- 
ance to every section of the store. Endeavor 
by decoration, by attractive displays, by ie 
dividual signs, etc., to give the store a fresh 
and alluring appearance. Change all displays 
frequently, especially those in windows and 
on front counters. Clean all stock near the 
window and doors carefully once a day, as 
dust is plentiful in the summer when doors 
are open. 

28. Reconsider the hours and assignments 
of everyone on the staff. Vacation time 
makes it especially essential to cover the floor 
thoroughly in order to make strangers as well 
as old customers feel welcome. A hot and 
tired customer entering the store should not 
be met by a laggard and uninterested clerk. 
Talk to the customers about the summer as 
an opportunity and occasion for reading, not 
as a hot spell to be lived through. 


Summer Promotion Plans 


ALTHOUGH THE SUMMER SEASON is still the 
least active of the year in both publishing and 
bookselling, there is increasing evidence that 
the promotion of reading can be a year- 
‘round proposition. Booksellers have discov- 
ered that with a little extra effort in the way 
of promotion books can be sold for summer 
reading at home, on vacation, in summer 
camps and at resort hotels. Publishers have 
discovered that no longer is the “light” novel 
the only type of book that can be success- 
fully launched in the hot months. 

This summer’s lists contain a good number 
of fairly substantial volumes. They also con- 
tain a number of books on summer sports 
and activities and a fair representation of 
less serious literature. The publishers have, 
in many cases, laid extensive plans for pro- 
moting their books through July, August and 
September, in the bookstores and by national 
advertising. The Publishers’ Weekly has se- 
cured from a number of publishers a brief 
description of the high spots on their sum- 
mer lists, and their plans for promoting 


them. 
D. Appleton-Century 


A new novel by Joseph C. Lincoln heads 
the Appleton-Century summer list. It is 


called “Storm Signals” and is a story of Cape 
Cod during Civil War times. Publication 
will be in July, and there will be posters and 
imprint cards for dealers, as well as a big 
national advertising campaign. 

“With Benefit of Clergy” by Octavus Roy 
Cohen (August) will have a special regional 
advertising campaign in the author’s home, 
Birmingham, Alabama, as well as national 
advertising. Other titles include “The Lite 
and Times of Catherine de Medici” by Fran- 
cis Watson and “Sophomores Abroad” }; 
Charles M. Flandrau, which will be given 
advertising in national book media and in 
St. Paul, Mr. Flandrau’s home town.

Obituaries 
LAWRENCE OF ARABIA 


Tuomas Epwarp Lawrence, later known as 
T. E. Shaw, the name which he legalized 
in 1927, British soldier, author, archaeologist, 
traveler and translator, died in England on 
May roth at the age of 46. He was best 
known as “Lawrence of Arabia,” the man 
who freed the Arabs from the Turks during 
the World War. Before the war was over 
he had had one of the most amazing careers 
of any man of the nineteenth or twentieth 
century, and was called the single important 
military genius produced by the great war. 
He was educated at the Oxford High School 
and at the University of Oxford. Before 
his matriculation he was already something 
of an archaeologist, had traveled over most 
of England and France, and was deeply read 
in military strategy. From 1g10 to 1914 
Lawrence was an assistant in the British 
Museum excavations at Carchemish on the 
Euphrates. When the war broke out, after 


he was rejected from serving on the ground 
that he was too short, he joined the Cairo 
branch of the British Secret Service, and 
was of immense value in gathering informa- 
tion about the military operations of the 
Turks who were then threatening the Suez 
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Canal and Egypt. In the same year, he was 
made a second lieutenant in the Arabian 
Army, rising to lieutenant-colonel in 1g1S. 
The outbreak of the Arab rebellion agains: 
the Turks in 1915 gave him his great oppor 
tunity to realize a dream, born in his studen: 
days, of a free and united Arabia. His 
victories, against forces superior numerical], 
and in experience, and his strategies in ut 
terly demoralizing the Turks, are so remark 
able that they seem like the inventions of 
fiction. In 1919 he was the chief Arab rep- 
resentative at the British Delegation Peace 
Conference. It was then that he refused a 
peerage and the V. C. in protest against the 
peace treaty, and his dissatisfactions with the 
conclusions reached by the conference re 
sulted in a 400,000 word manuscript, in 
which he also recounted his various adyen 
tures. The manuscript was lost, but Law 
rence rewrote the book from memory. In 
1926 it was published under the name o| 
“The Seven Pillars of Wisdom” in a limited 
edition of only eight copies, of which three 
were destroyed, at a great loss. It is one oi 
the rarest, costliest and most prized of books. 
To pay for the loss he unwillingly consented 
to the publication of “Revolt in the Desert,” 
an abridgement which he made in three 
days. The book was published in 1927 and 
had an enthusiastic critical reception and 
went through many editions. Until last year 
he was a private in the Air Corps, serving 
under the name of Shaw, a name which lh 
had made legally his own in 1927. He was 
an able linguist, speaking many European 
languages as well as several Arabic dialects. 
His last literary work was a prose transla 
tion of Homer’s ‘“Odyssey,” designed }y 
Bruce Rogers, which appeared in 1932, the 
twenty-eighth translation of the classic into 
English. He also wrote “The Wilderness 
of Zin” and “Egyptian and Assyrian An- 
tiquities” in collaboration with C. L. Wooley. 


HANS ULLSTEIN 


Hans Uttstrein died in Germany on Ma) 
15th at the age of seventy-six. He was the 
eldest of five brothers who built up and 
controlled the great house of Ullstein, the 
largest publishers of newspapers, magazincs 
and books on the Continent. The produc 
tion plant of the firm was one of the show 
places of Europe and visited by all people 
interested in printing or publishing. The 
Nazi government took over the control trom 
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the brothers in 1933, although the name of 
the house has remained the same. The firm 
was founded in 1877 by Leopold Ullstein 
and conducted by his five sons, Hans, Rudolf, 
Franz, Hermann and the late Louis. At the 
time of its greatest activity the business em- 
ployed 7,500 people and used fleets of auto- 
mobiles and airplanes in the delivery of its 
published material. The plant and good 
will of the firm were valued at more than 
$20,000,000. 


BENJAMIN HAUSER 


3eENTAMIN Hauser, dealer in rare books in 
the Lincoln Building in New York, died on 
May 15th at the age of forty. Mr. Hauser 
established himself in the book business in 
1924 at 110th Street and Fifth Avenue and 
three years later, having developed a special 
talent for the old and rare book business, 
moved downtown to the Lincoln Building, 
where he became known as a specialist in 
modern writers such as O’Neill, Hemingway 
and others and was highly respected in the 
first edition field for his knowledge and en- 
thusiasm. The business will be carried on 
by Mrs. Hauser, who has been associated 
with Mr. Hauser in it. Mr. Hauser had a 
record of two years of distinguished service 
in the war with the Seventy-Seventh Divi- 
sion,

WE HAVE RECEIVED from the Library of the 
University of Texas a well-printed octavo 
pamphlet of 40 pages entitled “Shelley: An 
Account of an Exhibition of Books and Man- 
uscripts, with something of Their Literary 
History, Their Present Condition and Their 
Provenance.” The “Preface” states that the 
exhibition herein described celebrates no an- 
niversary of Shelley; it resulted from the de- 
light of owning these books and manuscripts, 
and from the desire to stimulate a response 
to Shelley’s genius in the imaginations of the 
University’s students and visitors. From the 
University’s several collections of rare books 
in English literature all the Shelley manu- 
scripts, the first and rare editions of his 
works, and a few books owned by him were 
gathered and arranged in chronological dis- 
play. . . . This pamphlet is largely a reprint 
of the explanatory descriptions used as labels 
for the exhibited volumes. The paragraphs 
epitomize chapters of Shelley’s literary life, 
little attempt being made to thread them 
into a biographical narrative. Although in 
the preparation of these notes a minute col- 
lation of these books and manuscripts has 
been made with the bibliographical descrip- 
tions of Buxton Forman, Miss Granniss, and 
Mr. Wise, and with the Julian edition of the 
letters, formal bibliographical details are 
omitted except where interesting variations 
occur: for example, there is offered a re-exam- 
ination of the order of the issues of “Poetical 
Pieces,” as well as four variant bindings of 
“The Masque of Anarchy,” and of the first 
and remainder bindings of the “Essays and 
Letters from Abroad”; moreover, it is dis- 
closed that copies of “Laon and Cythna” 
wanting the errata leaf need no longer be 
regarded as imperfect, as Shelley did not pre- 
pare the list of errors until some days after 
the book was first issued. This account of 
the University’s collection is published as a 
record for students of Shelley the world over, 
as a source of friendly envy in the hearts of 
other Shelley collectors, and, most of all, as 
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a mark of gratitude to those benefactors who 
have built in Texas this enduring monument 
to Shelley. This invaluable record is pub- 
lished at a nominal price—fifty cents. Every 
student or collector of Shelley should have 
it, and it is of fascinating interest to students 
of English literature of the period. 


The London Times takes a sale at Hody 
son’s, in which there were many private press 
books, as the occasion to discuss the depres 
sion prices of this class of books. The prices 
of the modern private press books are of in 
terest in so far as they indicate present values 
in what was the department most hard hit 
by the depression. It is noticeable that, while 
the books most highly priced during the 
height of “private publication” have consid- 
erably declined, there remains a large class of 
books of which the values have remained 
more or less constant in the neighborhood of 
between {2 and £5. For example, that the 
Nonesuch Press Bible and Apocrypha should 
sell at £13 must distress many collectors; and 
£14 10s. is a poor return for the finest edi- 
tion of Shakespeare ever printed, which was 
published in seven volumes at £3 12s. 6d. a 
volume. On the other hand, the less ambi- 
tious Nonesuch books have depreciated sin- 
gularly little. An almost complete set, sold 
separately, fetched about £125, some of the 
prices being as follows: “The Book of Ruth, 
1923, 5 guineas; Dante, 1928, 5 guineas; 
Keynes’s Walton, 1929, 2 guineas; Haywood's 
Donne, 1929, special edition, £1 8s.; Sum 
mers’s Dryden, 1931-32, 4 guineas; Homer, 
Iliad and Odyssey, 1931, 4 guineas. Other 
modern presses seem to have suffered ac- 
cordingly. The Doves Press Bible used not 
to sell for £44, nor the Keats for £17. Even 
the Ashendene Press has not wholly escaped. 
for if £40 is a moderate price for “Morte 
d’Arthur,” £6 5s. is less than moderate 10! 
the Raverat “Daphnis et Chloe.” It 1s ne! 
surprising that other books intended for the 
“limited market” but lacking the quality o! 
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these should also have fallen in value—the 
\Mellstock Hardy, 37 vols., to 20 guineas, and 
the Manaton Galsworthy, 29 vols., to £20. 


Tue auTHorsHie of the “Loving Ballad of 
Lord Bateman,” illustrated by George Cruik- 
shank, has been ascribed at different times 
to Thackeray, Dickens, and Cruikshank, and 
to both Thackeray and Dickens by Albert 
\. Cohn in his “George Cruikshank: A Cat- 
alogue Raissone,” published in 1924. Walter 
T. Spencer, the London bookseller, in a let- 
ter to The London Times, brings interesting 
testimony on the authorship of this book. 
He says: “It was my pleasure to know the 
late F. W. Pailthorpe for the last thirty years 
of his life; and many of your readers know 
that he was the artist responsible for a num- 
ber of extra illustrations to the works of 
Charles Dickens. On examining recently 
some papers of his which I purchased I came 
across the following—and this seems to be 
so very interesting, in view of the date, 1866, 
which he gives (when the first edition of 
“Lord Bateman” had not attained any biblio- 
graphical importance), but I think it is only 
fair to make the information public, through 
the medium of your interesting columns” 
and then follows Pailthorpe’s statement, too 
long to be reprinted here in full. Here are 
a few sentences: “One afternoon in 1866 or 
67 I called upon George Cruikshank .. . 
[ told him I had been very pleasantly en- 
gaged with ‘Lord Bateman’ and was sur- 
prised to find that the literary portion of the 
book was not by him but Dickens. ‘Yes’, 
said George, Charley did it for me.’. . . On 
the morning of June roth, 1870, I received a 
post card from George, saying that he should 
call on me at g o'clock that evening. At 
the same time I was shocked to hear of the 
death of Dickens which came like a Thun- 
derbolt on the world.” ... Again referring 
to the “Loving Ballad of Lord Bateman” and 
’ contemplated new edition, Cruikshank 
‘aid: “Tso hated the fellow [Dickens] that 
| had a great mind to rewrite it.” Here are 
the positive statements on two occasions, sep- 
arated by several years, that Dickens was the 
author of “Lord Bateman” and no reference 
'o any other person was made by Cruikshank, 
hor did he claim any credit himself. This 
Pailthorpe statement is an interesting one to 


both the Dickens and the Cruikshank col- 


lector.

“La Renaissance”; Viollet-le-Duc’s “Diction- 
naire’; Racinet’s “L’Ornement Polychrome”; 
Westlake’s “Stained Glass”; “Works of Mc- 
Kim, Mead and White”; Dohme’s “Baroque 
and Rococo Architecture”; Schmidt’s “Kunst- 
chaetze in Tyrol”; Kowalczyk’s “Denkmaeler 
der Kunst in Dalmatien”; and over 500 other 
useful references concerning cottages and 
mansions, interiors and exteriors, gardens and 
furniture, etc. Rarely is such a group of 
books brought together. The catalog is well 
worth preserving for the unusual information 


it contains. 


A series oF “Oxford Books on Bibliography,” 
under the general editorship of Graham Pol- 
lard, John Johnston (printer to the University 
of Oxford), Stanley Morison, Strickland 
Gibson and Theodore Besterman, begins this 
month with the appearance of “Proof-Read- 
ing in the Sixteenth, Seventeenth and Eigh- 
teenth Centuries.” For a considerable num- 
ber of years Percy Simpson has been gath- 
ering evidence on the subject from the time 
of Caxton to the end of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, and he shows by the means of his in- 
vestigation to what extent an author was 
usually responsible for the printed form of 
his work. One of the four main divisions 
of the book, drawing from the unique rec- 
ords of the Oxford Press, whose first pub- 
lished book bears the date of 1468, is devoted 
to “The Oxford Press and Its Correctors,” 
and there is also an “Appendix of Fees Paid 
to Sheldonian and Clarendon Press Correc- 
tors from 1691 to 1806.” Explanations may 
be made that Sheldonian and Clarendon are 
alternative appellations of the Press at Ox- 
ford, derived from the buildings which for- 
merly housed it.
